A CHECK LIST OF CANADIAN LITERATURE AND BACKGROUND MATERIALS , 
1628 -— 1950 
(To be published in January 1959) 


This compilation by R. E. Watters attempts to provide as complete a 
record as possible of the separately published works that constitute the Jiterature 
of English-speaking Canada. The titles listed range from scholarly works on the 
classics and early works on psychology to handbooks for immigrants and journals 
of travellers and fur traders. Each entry is coded to show the library or libraries 
in which the works can be found. 


Part I of the Check List records all known titles in the belletristic 
forms of poetry, fiction and drama that were produced by English-speaking 
Canadians up to 1950. All titles have been included without any attempt having 
been made to evaluate their relative merits. Part I] does not aim at the same 
completeness but includes a selection of works which seem likely to be of value 
to anyone studying the literature or culture of Canada. Here are included books 
in such categories as biography, literary, criticism, scholarship, local history, 
religion, bibliography, and so forth. Books in more general categories with less 
immediate relationship to literature - such as military, economic, or constitutional 
history, and writings in law, commerce, or the sciences - have been omitted. The 
definition of "Canadian Author" has been deliberately left very broad. 


The book should prove to be an indispensable reference work for 
both the* general reader looking for a guide to Canadian writing and the scholar 
interested in research. 


R. E. Watters is Professor of English at the University of British Columbia. The 
Check List was compiled by Professor Watters for the Humanities Research 
Council of Canada with assistance from librarians throughout Canada. It will be 
published by the University of Toronto Press.

The Supplement will include over 1,200 items of Canadiana up to 1867 - books, 
pamphlets and broadsides - which have been acquired by the Toronto Public Library 
since 1934.
